In a conversation the other day 
with some friends In Minneapolis, 
Judge Canty, late associate chief jus- 
tice of Minnesota, said he remembered 
with anything but pleasure an experi- 
ence he had i>n the quaint little 
Japanese city of Modje, when he was 
on his way to China a few months 
ago. He was suspected by the mili- 
tary authorities of being a Russian 
spy and subjected to great annoy- 
ance and humiliation.

Hia account of the affair was that 
he was a passenger on a steamer 
which anchored a short distance from 
Modje bay. Having unlimited curi- 
osity and considerable time, he went 
ashore and found much to interest 
him. He became enthusiastic, and de- 
termined to see all that could be seen. 
Finally he wandered into n parklike 
place and against the august person- 
age of a representative of the mikado, 
a military officer of high degree. 

Without offering any explanation 
the officer unceremoniously hugtled 
the judge off to the military court 
and charged him with being In the 
employ of the Russian government. 
The news spresd and the courtroom 
soon filled with natives. Further- 
more. a mob outside suggested in or- 
der to expedite matters that the 
prisoner be executed first and tried 
afterward. 

The Judge was arraigned and plead- 
ed not guilty. He asked for a change 
of venne to the captain of the steam- 
er, where he could prove that he was 
an American. The motion was de- 
nied, but after walking him over the 
territory he had traversed during the 
day at 11 o’clock at night they al- 
lowed him to depart, hungry, mad and 
cold.

The new 8t. Paul's Roman Catholic 
church in this city Is a “find" In Amer- 
ican architecture. Gothic in profile, 
Romanesque in principle, its acoustic 
properties are amazing, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 

8l. Paul’s church possesses the prop- 
erties of a sounding-board, yet there is 
not an inch of boarding In the edifice. 
It ts constructed exclusively of vitri- 
fied clay. It* architectural foundation 
is identical with its acoustic basis. 
Both are in the solid rock 20 feet be- 
low the surface of what once, and not 
long ago, waa pra'rie. 

Even the window frames are of vitri- 
fied clay. Th* decorative sculptures are 
white terra cotta. The altara, com- 
munion-rail, pulpit, and front of the 
organ loft are of terra cotta. Window 
anahes nnd water drip* are of brick, 
specially designed. 

All the materinl is non-obsorbent- 
The entire ceiling Is of brick and tile 
vaulting. The keystones are terra 
cotta, tfie riba of the arches and groins 
of moulded brick. Not only la there 
not an Inch of timber In the structure, 
there is not even a naiL 

The prevailing color Is buff, exterior 
and interior, running up to a lighter 
tone within and down, where required 
by symphony. Into a deep brown.

The United States paid $7,200ji00 for 
Alaska, and last year it yielded $5A31.- 
>33 in gold and silver alone. These fig- 
ures are given by the statistician of.the 
mint. The increase over the precious 
metal product of 1898 was $3,187,088. 
I’ntil last year most of the gold and 
illver obtained in Alaska came frftm 
the quartz mines near Juneau, and 
most of the vast Increase of last year 
enme from the new fields of Cape Nome. 
It amounted to about $2,400,000, says 
the New York Herald. 

From present indications the next 
three months will witness an increase 
of 80.000 in the mining population of 
the territory. Most of them will go 
to the rich auriferous rlocer* of Cap* 
Nome, nnd miners of long experience 
say that the gold output of the present 
year from Alaska will equal that of 
California, and likely that of the Klon- 
dike. during 1«9», 

Rut gold and silver are not the only 
minerals. The enormous deposits of 
copper nnd coal which Alnska contains 
will receive attention from the army 
of adventurers entering the territory 
this spring nnd coming summer, and It 
wifi not lie at nil surprising if they add 
more to the mineral output of the ter- 
ritory than the gold quartz veins and 
placer deposits. 

Invented tlie Arc l.lght. 

A patent record which has lieen un- 
earthed at Toronto shows th^t the 
orieinni Inventors of the electric arc 
light were two Toronto men. Henry 
Woodward, a medical student, nnd 
Matthew Evans, a saloon keeper. The 
Invention, completed in 1873, u,« the 
fruit of their joint experiments. It 
was patented in the follow ing year.
